N'KW ADVKHTI^K.MKNTS. 



The annual session of tlic linlisli Associa- 
tion for tlio ndvanceinotit of soienoe has just 
finished ita work .it liirrninyliam. Among 
the subjocts discussed were many topics of 
interest. An uninialod discussion look place 
on a paper read by Professor Rogers em the 
laws of Patents and Copywright. Mr. Rogers 
opposed tlio principle of granting any ino>. 
nopoly to the inventor, on tlio ground that it 
was in many oaics an injustice- to other mi n 
who had hit almost simultaneously on I hi 
same discovery, but wore beaten in the race 
for registration, and lliat it was un obstacle 
rather ttian an aid to scientific development. 
Again tho inventor, be contended, in most 
oases was injured instead of being benefited 
by Iho law. " The profit of invention " said 
the Profossor goes in tlio vast majority nl 
instances to iho capitalist, who is abb' lo 
drive hard terms with the needy inventor. Of 
all people il is alleged none is moio lo bo 
pitied than the object of tlio benevolent pro., 
visions of tho patent laws. Ho has continu- 
ally before him a tipleudid dream, destined 
nevor to be realized. He is economically 
considered a gambler, who is always laying 
out money, or labor with money, in drawing 
blanks', and is perpetually stimulated to this 
waste of hope and energy by the mischievous 
example und encouragement of ibo few who 
have gained prizes. Tho lifks uf bis occupa- 
tion are prodigious, its moral consequences 
disastrous, its rare sweeps unhealthy." The 
Professor then wont on lo show that the 
Patent Laws wore unjust in their proteclion ; 
for ihey only aimed at rewarding tho inventor, 
while many scientific men had given to tli e 
world tho most valuable assistance and were 
never pecuniarily compensated — such as Sir 
Roderick MoroD'noo in predicting, from geo- 
logical data, the discovery ol gold in Aus- 
tralia, and Captain Maury who has hhorloncd 
eea-vojages and mado them safer through his 
physical geography of tho sea. " A man, in 
short may invent or discover, to use tho 
word widely, a now nioihod ot agriculture, 
a geological stratum of most national impor- 
tance, a method ol medical lieatmoul, u 
course of public policy, u mode of education, 
a system of hanking ; in short, an infinity of 
things and processes of universal benefit, 
and receive no protection. It is idlo to argue 
thai tho absence of such an aid is a check to 
discovery. And if ono can trust the allega- 
tions mado as to the effect ol patent laws on 
those who, a small part among the industrial 
workers of this and other communities, unite 
and embrace the protection, it is a great 
question whether the advanlago given i« 
worth tho art and risk lo the objects ol the 
patent system, and a certainly that the n 
sistance to otic sot of poisons is a misehiul 
and detriment to othcis." Professor Rogers 
drew 8omo difference between a pnioui and 
a copyright ; while it was very dillieuli he 
■aid to delect sometimes a fraudulent imita- 
tion in the [latent, it was nc.it to impossible 
that two persons hIioiiM hit upon the same 
thoughts nod express them in the same l:m- 
guage. He was, howovor, in lavor of ab"li h- 
iDg the copyright as well as the patent . 
"Circulating libraries'' he contended "are 
Ilia national remedy 10 tho bi^'b prices j-i u- 
erally exaolod foi proicctod wotks, ami it 
may bo questioned whether the auihoi 
gains much by iImm subslitiou foi a cl -'up 
edition.'' 

Professor Rogers' paper was bcvi rely 
criticised by somo and supported by otln is 
The general opinion, however, wbioh sctuicd 
to prevail was that Iho Patent Laws wore 
necessary lo encourage the inventive faculty, 
although they needed sweeping reforms A 
Mr. Bramwell contended in support of iho 
laWB that in numberless instances the difc- 
coverers of tho most valuable inventions bad 
no professional connection with the trade or 
operations to which their inventions related, 
and their first and greatest difficulty always 
was Mow to get practioal mon to listen lo 
their suggestions, and allow them to makii 
their experiments. Practical manufacturers 
rej resented h us impertinence on Iho purl ol 
any man out of their own trade to come lor- 
ward and proceed lo teach lliein how t lie y 
could do their work better; and Ibeir woili 
men, too, ollen stoutly resisted the introduc- 
tion o! new methods. Inven'ors. there-lore, 
would not he induced 10 undertake cosily 
experiments ut their own charge, without 
undertaking which, however, they could not 
got a single manufacturer to take up their 
patent al all. Two grout authorities, 
— Lord Stunloy and tho London Times, 
— are tor abolishing all protection to in- 
ventors. 

In tho Becliou dovoted to " economic 
aoienco and s'atistics " presided over by 
Lord .Stanley, the old question of the decimal 
and metric system in weights and measures 
omiiu up. It was shown by a report on the 
suhject that in the experience of railway 
companies a houvy loss was involved in ihe 
present ubsurd system ol calculation in vogue 
in England. On an average, it wus calcu- 
lated, the cloiks commit an error in every 
f)00 ileum. " The consequence is," snys the 
roport, " that Iho London and North Western 
Railway Company aro under Iho necessity of 
nearly doubling the number of clerks. Fti 
every 100 clorld omploycd in weighing or 
measuring, and taxing packages, neatly 
another 100 aro wanted to correct tho 
errors committed" A paper was road 
tu show that tho number of figures and coi« 
aequontly tho amount of time to be savod 
|,y the decimal system over tho system of 
England is as six to one, Sir.). Bowriug

Another Victor* bt D eehfoot, — The St. 
Louis Republican of Ootobor 4th gives tho 
following account of a fivo milo fool-race 
between this celebrated Indian runner nnd 
tho American pedestrian Grinuell : — Ac- 
cording to announcement, tho groat fool ruce 
between Qrinnell, of New York, and Deer- 
foot, tho Indian, for a purse ol $1,000 camo 
ofr at the Abbey track yesterday afternoon. 
Fivo miles is a long stretch for a foot race, 
and the physical cndin nnco which will keep 
a man in wind for such a contest furnishes ol 
itself an extraordinary spectacle, and tended 
greatly to excite the interest and curiosity 
of tho public. Tho fume of both participants 
in the contes't tended also to increase the in- 
terest and to attract the lovers of uttdotic 
sports lo tho grounds, Tho crowd in atten- 
dance beforo the appointed hour lor the com- 
mencement of the race numbered not less 
than two thousand persons ; nnd, to the ero- 
dit ol the proprietors of the course it may 
bo said thai tho utmost order prevailed, along 
wilh the utmost enthusiasm, Irom the com- 
mencement to the end of the entertainment 
At four o'clock, John Finn, having been ap- 
pointed Judge of tho race, took tho stand ; 
and, tho track being at onco cleared, tho men 
■tirtoil at the tap of the bell. Persons who 
wer j unused to oontests of this kind were sur- 
pr sod nt tho leisurely and easy pace at which 
bo h hands stalled off, the Indian in particu- 
lar pacing along at as slow a gail as if he 
w re running for his own amusement instead 
o: for tho entertainment of such a mass of 
spectators, but ho was only proportioning bis 
speed lo the lenulh ol tho race, und laying 
himself out for live weary miles at such a 
gait us would secure the highest average of 
speed. The white man put out more effort 
at tbo sturt aud aoou distanced the Indian by 
several paces, coining in at I ho end ol tho 
first mile one second in advance, and win- 
ning tho cheers of the inn liitudc, the firs 
mile having been run by Qrinnell in Ave 
minutes and forty-one seconds, and by Deer- 
loot in fivo minu'es and forty-two seconds. 
For the next two milu rounds Lirinnell main- 
tained the si.in) relative position, coining in 
each time precisely one second in advance of 
tho Indian. On tho fifth und last milo, how- 
ever, Deerfoot let out the speed he hud re- 
served, and, pa-sing tho white man before 
thu end ol the hi -t quarter, began distancing 
him rapidly, until on the return at tho 
ond of tho r< und he bad loft him full 
seventy yards in his r.;iir, the last 
milo laving been made by Deer- 
foot in ~<:'.H). and by Grinned iu (1:118 
fhe time lor each mile was as follows: — 
Deerfoot- Fii St mile, 5 52 ; second, 615; 
third, (i20; fourth, (1-14 ; fifth, 5 30— 30 01 . 
Qrinnell — Fnsi mile, 5-51 ; second, 6T4 ; 
third, Gil); fourth, 6 15 ; filth, H 08—30-3". 
Tho time was called by the Judgo, and 
Decrlool pronounced the winner of the race. 
Tho Indian, on coming home in advance at 
tho end of tho raco, gave three loug jumps, 
us il he felt in good condition to try another 
livo miles with any one on the grounds. 
Urinnoll also appeared not to be particularly 
exhausted for a man who had just run five 
miles in half an hour and ihiriy-soveu se- 
conds. It was admitted on all bauds that 
both contestants did well. 



(3 Escape of Captain Burlbt. — Thc'Ioronto 
Under ol Octobor 4lb thus alludes to tho 
escape of Captain Burley of Lake Erie nolo- 
riely :— We learn on reliable authority that 
Captain Bennett (>. Burley, who captured 
the steamer Phild Parsons last Full, on Lake 
Erie, und who was arrested at Qaelph, 
claimed and surrendered to t lis American 
authorities under llio extradition treaty, is 
now on the Broad Atlantic, homeward bound 
for his native land, Scotland. That he was 
innocent of the charge of robbery upon w hich 
he was extradited could easily have been 
proved had tho opportunity been permit ted, 
by l tic evidence of the very person who took 
the money Irom the purser of iho Philo Par- 
sons und fhe late lamented Captain Beale. 
Tho person who appropriated the money — 
twenty greenback dollars — merely took the 
passage money paid by those ol fhe Confede- 
rate service who went aboard lor the purposo 
of capturing the vessel and rescuing ^..IIOO 
starving Confederate prisoners on Johnson's 
Island. Not a cent ol any other money was 
touched, as the purser testified und us all who 
were on board knew to be true. Burley was 
confined ten mouths, tirsl in Toronto, then in 
Detroit, and lastly in Port Clinton, Ohio. 
While in Detroit he was twice offered an 
unconditional pardon il he would betray cer- 
tain ol bis brother confederates of the army 
or navy, but it is heedless to say to anyone 
who knows tho spirited young lellow that 
tho offer was spurned. 

Flood at Leech River — From Mr. Al- 
fred Barnelt. E.xpres.smuo, who arrived lust 
evening Irom Leech River, we lenrn thai 
there was a second flood on Wednesday 
night and Thursday morning, and the iceoe 
of desolation at the mines is quite distras- 
sing. The river rose at least ten feet and 
flumes, sluice boxes, wheels and everything 
else belonging to the miners, for a distance 
of n mile und a half, have been swept oot ol 
sight.

Mr 
Iluinlray commenced surveying yesterday 
lor tho pew dilch which was a source ol 
great gratification to the miners as it is im- 
probable that any mining can be done until 
lhat is completed.

THE GOJ-.D EXPORT TAX. 

[From our Travelling Correspondent. ] 

In ono of ils lute issues tho British Colum- 
bian afler having expatiated to a considera- 
ble extent on llio Gold Tux, arrives at tho 
conclusion that t'ic principle of tho tax is 
just and equitable. In support ol its opin- 
ion this paper says : " Our Government has 
gone into road making ns no other Govern- 
ment has ever done. Of all classes the no 
tunl settler bus fhe strongest claim for con- 
sideration, for, with all his enterprise and 
productiveness, the minor is a more bird ol 
passage, here to-day and away to-morrow ; 
it is thereloro Iho especial duty ol Govern 
ment to ericounigo anil protect tho Bottlers 
without whom we could never build up a 
colony, etc." I agree with iho British C / ■ 
umbian that the Government has done a good 
deal towards load making aud I have no( 
wailed until to-day lo give it crjlit for I lie 
spirited energy it has displayed in carrying 
on tlio enterprise. I agree too with thai 
paper when il sayx that tho miner is a mere 
bird of passage, bore today unci away to- 
morrow. But I am fur from agreeing with 
the Editor when he Bays, " ll is the especial 
duly of thu Government to encourage and 
protect settlors, without whom we could 
nover build up a colony." The reasoning ol 
tho Columbian is more specious than solid, 
and paves llio way to sectional slrilos. My 
humble opinion is thai a Government found- 
ed on justice owes its fostering euro lo all 
classes ol the community witboul any dis- 
tinction wnnlovor. Tho public roads built 
by tho British Columbian Government nro 
equally profitable to settlors and merchants 
as lo miners, intended as they are to develop 
our gold liolds, tho only present blanch of 
industry on which all thu rest depend und 
Iho principal artery, I ought to say Iho only 
channel which nt present gives lifo to the 
country, Wero thu minors — these birds ol 
passage, to leave to-morrow in a body, the 
Settlers spoken of would not bo long in fol- 
lowing in thoir lootstops and thu country 
would be left lo (bo trappers us it was before 
the discovery ol gold. Miners linvo made it 
what it is, and we will do well not lo loan

sight ol this fact. Were the Government 
to follow a 8CCtionul policy as it is advised lo 
do it would be committing suicide. Di- 
stend of striving any longer to misguide 
the Government who, after all, 1 boliove are 
well disposed, by ndvoonting tho interests of 
ono section of the country to tho detriment 
ol t lio nlhor, let us try lo enlighten thoso who 
administer it in their arduous duties and do 
all in our power to havo a law repealed 
which is unjust and immoral. 

A law that does not fall equitably on each 
member, of the body politic and opens llio 
door to demoralization is necessarily unjust 
and immoral. Such is the Uold Tax Law. 
A few illustrations will make this appear 
evident: Filly cents are imposed on every 
ounce of gold, leads the law. Lot us sup- 
pose now that A has expended 1(20,000 in 
prospecting a claim which yields only $10,- 
001). Ho is by ono half poorer than when 
he went into the operution, aud this alter 
much trouble und hard labor. W ith a sor- 
rowing heart ho is lo pocket the remainder 
ol his capital, but hold! the Government 
step iu aud claim purt of il on behalf ol the 
laws. A represents lhat ho has lost part of 
his capital and that ho bus done good lo thu 
country. But the Government, extending 
their grasping hand exclaim in a most unbe- 
coming manner that " il is none ol their 
business." 

Lot us suppose again lhat B, a storekeeper, 
rolying on the honesty of 0, trusts iho Inner 
to the amount of $2,000. Unfortunately O's 
claim pays only S5U0. B, with a despondent 
mind, comes in for tho amount taken out by 
O ; but lo ! the government request so much 
per oentnge of the sum, regardless of whether 
II may have lost 81501) or not in helping 
prospectors to develop our mineral resources. 
In line, D, a Victorian, buys an interest in a 
claim for tho sum ol $if)00, which yiolds 
S300 of gold to the share, just enough to 
delray expenses (valuing the dusl at S1G per 
ounce). D is satisfied that be bus losl his 
capital, nnd thinks no more about it. . Bin 
no, tho governme it takes its duos from the 
$300 washed up, and D finds himself in- 
debted lo his company or somebody else 
From tho above illustrations, people may see 
the evil working ol this " gold tax." Did 
the law impose it only on Ihe unl proceeds of 
a claim, alter payment of all expenses in 
curred, very lew, 1 should ihink, would grum- 
ble at it. But us it now opetates il is nothing 
but a gross piece of iniquity. Besides il has 
a mosl demoralizing influence on ihe e im- 
munity, being a bait to vagabonds lo denounce 
bard-working miners to the public officials 
We had an instance ol this on Saturday I ist, 
in the case of Mr. Martin lticard who saw 
all his lortune (00 ounces) find its way into 
the cofl rs of tho government und the pocket 
of a sharper. Against an unjust law, 
n i betlor than spoliation, miners will some- 
limes attempt a ruse, and I should Ihink that 
when Mr. Martin lticard had paid the lax, 
bearing in mind that tho spirit of the law 
saves whilst Ihe letter kills, (hey ought to have 
lot him go. He was a sound philosopher 
who declared "thai not the best law, bul that 
which is best administered is best. Bid 
measures are mitigated, and indifferent meas- 
ures made practically useful, by the men 
who are entrosted with the u?o of ibem." To 
Iho sound policy of this philosopher, I most 
respectlully calf the attention or New West- 
minster public officials. 

Miners 1 know are set down as a set of 
grumblers ; and so they nre. But wo must 
say this, lhat they are perfectly ulive to what 
is light or wrong, and will not as a general 
thing grumble without having a propor cause 
for doing so. If tbo IiriU.sk Columbian sup- 
poses thai by means of asserlions it will be 
ablo to reconcile miners to such an iniquitous 
law, it ia great ly mistaken, and might as well 
try to go lo the moon iu a balloon,

Instead 
ilia) | be henrd tho settlers' maul)- voices 
blended In harmonious concert with those of 
iheir wives and Hweothenrts rising on Ihe 
morning air in accents of praise. Bul, nlas ! 
n Ins ! that 1 idieuld have lo rocnnl it ; those 
who called this slate ol things into existence 
have left US ua abruptly and with as little 
ceremony as Ihey came. Two Sundays now 
have we congregated to meet lliom only lo 
be disappointed ; allow me then, Mr. Editor, 
lo whisper n few words into Ihe reverend 
Methodist's private ear : we know lhat the 
steamer no longer rum, but what of that? a 
boat can be procured at sauoioh, from whence 
it is but n short and pleasant row or sail.

CONTINUED FENIAN AGITATION 
IN IRELAND. 



Our English files, says the Sacramento 
Union, are filled with reports from Iroland 
ounceming the progross ol Feniunism, nnd 
iho numerous arrests made sineo the seizure 
of the Irish People newspaper nflico by the 
authorities. The following is the latest news 
from Dublin, t> September 'dOlh : 

TUB EXCITEMENT IN DUBLIN. 
[Dublin Correspondent of the London Times.) 

This day (Saturday, September lu'lii) the 
excitement in ihe metropolis was very great, 
Tho number of arrests is now ascertained to 
be about twenty five. All the approaches to 
tho head office, where it was expected the 
prisoners would be brought up, were crowded 
from nn early hour by n dense muss of Iho 
very lowest, class of sociely here, Iriends of 
tbo arrested, or sympathisers in the move- 
ment, A loroo of mounted police maintained 
order nnd kept tho thoroughfare compara- 
tively clear. Othor constables on foot en- 
d nivored with somo success lo keep Ihe 
crowds moving, but they could not bo got to 
disperse. A iarge number of the more de- 
cently clnd wero evidently there Irom curi- 
osity, but thu substratum evinced thu strong- 
est sympathy wilh the prisoners. The 
movement itself, however, found a great 
many denouncers. Shortly after three o'clock 
tho (government prison vans which hnd been 
occupying rather a prominent position ut the 
entrance to Exchange Court, wi re disgorged 
of their contents — about twenty five young 
men, for the most part respectably dressed 
and several with an unmistukable Yankee 
our, and swagger in their appearance. 

In the house of dames' lerruce, Dolphin's 
barn, in which the prisoners Conner and 
Carey were arrested, tlio police found sev- 
eral pistols and two bayonets, on one of 
which were engraved ihe letters ' U. S " 
In possession of the prisoner Luby, who was 
arrested on Saturday, September 16th, some 
documents implicating a number of persons 
aro staled lo have been found by tho police. 
In (he Gazette ol Saturday night Iho follow- 
ing proclamation appeared in reference to 
one dames Stephens, who is stated to have 
been an active corresponding member ol ihe 
Fenian Association :
